Claims 43-47,50-53 and 55-58 are allowed over the prior art of record.

Regarding claim 43, the references of the Prior Art of record 'fails to teach or 
suggest the light emissive device having the combination of the limitations as set forth in 
claim 43, and specifically comprising the limitation of second electrode comprising a 
reflectivity-influencing structure which includes a light absorbent layer comprising 
inorganic compound comprising a fluoride or oxide of a metal having work function of 
3.5 ev or less.
